KE a Porcupine!’’ This is the national defense slogan pro- 
posed by Lyman J, Gage, the venerable former Secretary 
of the United States Treasury, who now makes his home 
in San Diego, California. ‘‘Be a Poreupine!”’ 

Mr. Gage says that the United States—in its quest for proper 
national defense—must strike a happy middle ground between 
peace-at-any-price and the bugaboo of militarism. It is with this 
basic thought in mind that Mr. Gage proposes his slogan: ‘Be 


a porcupine!’ 





‘‘A poreupine never bit anybody,’’ philosophizes Mr. Gage. 
‘‘Neither did anyone ever bite a porcupine. The porcupine is 
never the aggressor, but he is the greatest example of successful 
defense that we can find. The United States today is in the pre- 
carious condition of a porcupine whose quills are gone. If we now 
build upon a porcupine basis we ought to be able to re-provide 
the quills without alarming those pacificists who fear their use for 
anything other than porcupine purposes.”’ 

Translated from the language of Aesop, this simply means 
that the purpose of the United States—in proceeding to a program 
of military and naval preparedness—should be to so armor our 
country that it can never ‘‘be bitten,’’ although it will never be 
encouraged ‘‘to bite.’’ Our need is defensive—not offensive. Mr. 
Gage particularizes with the suggestion that a standing army of 
two hundred thousand men—developed on a highly efficient civil-

as it may, the details are less important than the basic principle: 
“‘Be a poreupine!’’

We can not be a ‘‘poreupine’’ without quills. Neither can we 
‘‘be a poreupine’’ with more quills than are necessary for com- 
plete and perfect defense necessities. The ultra-pacificists would 
remove all quills entirely. The ultra-militarists would give us 
more quills than we need—so many quills that we might some 
day be insanely inspired to pick an unnecessary quarrel. There is 
a happy middle ground. It is happily symbolified by Mr. Gage. 


We must have adequate defense. We must have quills. 


We must not have militarism—in the accepted European sense 
of the word. We must not have unnecessary quills. One extreme 
is as fatal as the other.—Grand Rapids Herald. 





NE of the most unusual and interesting discussions of the 
Medico-Legal Society during its late session in New York 
was the right of a physician to take life. Mr. Bach, vice- 
president of the society, upheld the view that a physician 

has a right to administer drugs not only to palliate, but to end, 
the agony of a patient with his death. ‘‘I may add,’’ said’ Mr. 
Bach, in his sensational close, ‘‘that I know that physicians do 


so end life.’’ 


One of the most diffieult problems that confront our civiliza-|* 


tion is the power of a physician in determining the issues of life 
and death. Legislation has never settled the question, and such 
is the infinite variety of cireumstanees and the necessity of in- 
stant and personal judgment that it is probable it never can be 
settled. Of necessity, great option must be given the physician, 
and this freedom, with immunity from criticism whic the secrecy 
and delicacy of his office grant him, makes it all the more impera- 
tive that the intellectual and moral standing of the medieal fra- 
ternity should be rigidly maintained. 

Common humanity gives to a physician the right to take the 
lite of the unborn infant where the safety of the mother demands 
it. In such a ease, reason prompts the sacrifice of the life which 
is at best problematical for the life of the adult with its further 
possibilities of maternity. Yet ever here the right of the physician 
is not absolute. The free choice of father and mother has given 
life to the child and death to the parent.

Well, we all know what happened to the citrus tariff schedule, 
but Mr. Kettner came back, and defended the fact that he had 
voted for the Wilson-Underwood tariff now in vogue by declaring 
that he had to vote for it to keep lemons and oranges from being 
on the free list. Just in passing, it might be observed that condi- 
tions in the lemon industry could not be worse if they were on| 
the free list, and for confirmation of that fact consult yesterday's | 
sales in the eastern markets. 

Now Mr. Kettner is getting ready to ask the people of the 
Eleventh district for two years at Washington, and that 
lemon tariff is like the specter at the feast. They grow more lem- 
ons in San Diego county than elsewhere, and by the same token 
are losing more money on them. For Mr. Kettner himself says 
that it costs $1.90 per box to produce a box of lemons in Califor- 
nia, and if 75 cents per box is added for freight, that makes about

Tariff for revenue only never did and never will make pros- 
perity, and Congressman Kettner and all the high priests of tariff 
for revenue only from Thomas Jefferson to Woodrow Wilson and 
Osear Underwood have given new proof of the fact every time a 
misguided people has given them an opportunity.
